Mr. Fetter has made an excellent choice of cases illus- 
trating the several heads of Equity Jurisprudence embraced in 
the collection. It is, perhaps, sufficient for the purpose of this 
publication that the cases are not more fully reported, and 
that the syllabus of each case is omitted. These would be 
sources of regret, but for the fact that the index and table of 
contents afford such reference which, in most instances, will 
answer all practical purposes. We do not recall a similar 
publication, and for this reason alone, the book is apt to receive 
a welcome from the Bench and the Bar. The plan of the 
work is simple, and the gleaning is of a very wide field.
